WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (WP).— 
The United States and the Soviet 
Union both took a hopeful view 
that today’s two-and-a-half-honr 
meeting between President Nixon, 
and Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko will lead to improvements 
in relations between the two super- 
powers. 

That was the public position 
given newsmen by the White 
House and from the Soviet Em- 
bassy. 

But the private American view 
was that the United States be- 
lieved that the Nixnn-Gromyko 
meeting and the two earlier ses- 
sions In New York between Mr. 
Gromyko and Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers had convinced 
Moscow that pressure tart-Wv; used 
against the United States do not 
work. 

It thus was said that while it 
would be premature to say that 
the recent Soviet- American strain 
is over, it would be correct to say 
that the United States is trying to 
move in a positive direction — that 
is, to turn from confrontation to 
negotiations on major differences 
between the two. nations. 

The strain in Soviet- American 
relations arose on two counts: So- 
viet complicity in Egyptian viola- 
tion of the Suez Canal zone cease- 
fire and the beginnings of a Soviet 
mixsiie submarine base In Cuba. 
The first has yet to be rectified but 
the second has been resolved. It was 
noted. ■

Israel to Get 
More U.S. Jets, 
Modern Tanks

WASHINGTON. Oct. 22 <WP>.— 
The United States has agreed to 
supply Israel with about 200 mod- 
ern tanks as part of a $500 million 
arms aid package, according to 
informed sources. 

The M-60 Main Battle Tank— a 
first line weapons platform in the 
UJS. inventory— will be the most 
significant addition in this modern- 
ization of Israeli armor. 

The decision to supply such mod- 
em tanks as well as 18 additional 
F-4E Phantom -fighter-bombers is 
bound to bring fresh Egyptian 
charges that the United States is 
tilting the arms balance in favor 
of Israel. 

The Israelis, In arguing for the 
M-60, said they cannot manu- 
facture such modem tanks them- 
selves and needed something beyond 
their force of about 1,050 old Amer- 
ican Sherman, Patton and British 
Centurion tanks.

Best Tank 

The UJS. Army considers the 
M-60 the best tank In service any- 
where ill the world— certainly su- 
perior to any of the Soviet tanks 
available to the Egyptians- Egypt 
currently has the -older T-54 and 
T-55 Soviet tanks. The modem 
Soviet T-72, even if supplied, is not 
considered as good as the M-60A1. 

The Israelis could use the M-60 
to beef up their forces behind the 
Bar-Lev line on the east bank of 
the Suez Canal. Such a second 
line of defense would be beyond 
the coverage of the Egyptian anti- 
aircraft missiles, providing a fire- 
break on the Sinai where Israeli 
planes could oppose any invading 
columns of Egyptian armor. 

The M-60 is made by the 
Chrysler Corp.. and costs between 
5200,000 end 5220,000 each. Israel 
will obtain the tank under special 
credit arrangements within the 
$500 million in arms aid to be al- 
lotted over a one-year period.

Die of Malnutrition 

Rats in U.S. Cannot 
Live by Bread Alone

HOUSTON. Oct. 22 (NYT). — 
The ordinary white bread that 
most Americans eat every day 
was described by a scientist 
here yesterday as being so low 
in nutritional value that labo- 
ratory rats living on it for 
90 days died of malnutrition. 

A matched colony of rats, on 
the other hand, was reported 
to thrive on a 90-day diet of 
nothing but bread that was 
supplemented with a number of 
inexpensive vitamins, minerals 
and protein elements. 

From this experiment and 
other work, Roger Williams, a 
University of Texas biochemist 
and nutrition expert, concluded: 

“That the commercial bread 
is so deficient is intolerable in 
light of the fact that it can 
so easily be vastly improved." 

Mr. Williams blamed the “nu- 
tritional backwardness” on the 

mining and b aitin g Industry, 
the "apathy” of the medical 
profession and the “ineptness” 
of the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration for allowing bread to 
be “nutrltionaUy far below” 
what It could be. 

Mr. Williams, author of a 
number of books on nutrition, 
made these charges in a report 
delivered at the autumn meet- 
ing of the National Academy of 
Sciences, a three-day meeting 
held at Rice University. 

Ex pl a in ing the experiment 
with rats, he said that he placed 
young rodents of lour different 
strains on two bread diets. 


Sixty-four rats— -16 of each 
strain— were fed nothing but 
commercial white bread for 
90 days. 

Such bread, labeled "enrich- 
ed,” has been produced in 
essentially the same way for 
30 years, Mr. Williams said. 
Its only additives are smnii 
amounts of niacin, iron, ribo- 
flavin and thiamin, or vitamin 
B-l. 

Sixty-four other rats were 
fed an improved bread made 
from flour with the following 
supplements: magnesium oxide, 
manganese sulphate, copper sul- 
phate, calcium, phosphate, folic 
acid, vitamins A and E, co- 
balamine, pantothenate, pyrid- 
oxins and the amino acid lysine, 
which is a vital link in the 
protein chain. 

Mr. Williams said that "no 
attempt was made to make the 
bread the best possible.' 1 only 
to add nutrients of known value 
and of slight cost. He estimated 
that the additives he used 
would raise the cost of a loaf 
of bread by about three cents. 

"After 90 days on the com- 
m“rcial bread diet,” he reported, 
"two-thirds of the anirnls were 
dead of malnutrition, and the 
survivors were severely stunted, 
whereas practically all of the 
other animals on the improved 
bread were alive and growing.” 

Mr. Williams acknowledged 
that bread is not customarily

Today's announcement was the 
first concerning an alleged viola- 
tion of Soviet air space in more 
than ten years. The last incident 
concerned the shooting down by 
Soviet planes of an American re- 
connaissance plane, an RB-47, In 
July, i860. 

The two survivors of that inci- 
dent were released by then Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev, in January 
1961 as a sign of goodwill to the 
new American President John F. 
Kennedy. 

The most publicized violation of 
Soviet air space was the celebrated 
U-3 affair in which Francis Gary 
Powers, a CIA pilot, was shot down 
in his high-flying U-2 reconnais- 
sance plane over Sverdlovsk, In 
May 1960. His capture created 
an International furor particularly 
. since American authorities at first 
. denied he was over Soviet territory. 

He was released In a trade for 
Soviet spy Col. Rudolf Abel in 1962.

Cambodians Being Trained 
In Laos by U.S. Special Force

PHNOM PENH, Oct. 23 fNYT). — 
Reliable sources have reported that 
three battalions of Cambodian 
troops are at an American Special 
Forces camp in southern Laos for 
commando training and possible 
action in the Laos-Cambodla bor- 
der region.

The- authorities' had been hoping 
for -a fresh contact with the FLQ, 
which kidnapped Mr: ' Cross, the 
British trade commissioner here, 
on Oct. 5. 

The last communication. - from 
Mr. Cross ami bis 'captors came 
on Sunday. It is thought that the 
FLQ will keep him alive as its sole 
remaining bargaining -card in the 
wake of its acknowledged murder 
last weekend of another hostage 
for its /tomg'ndw- -Quebec Province 
Labor Minister Pierre Laporte. 

Tbe authorities are prepared to 
let the kidnappers go free to Cuba 
if this will save Mr. Cross from 
death.— — - ' - -

Mr. Sevareid said: “If. after some 
30 years and thousands of broad- 
casts.- hundreds of articles and 
lectures and a few . books, one’s 
general cast of iriind, warts and 
all, remain a mystery, then we're 
licked, and we fail- to .see how a 
few mare" minutes of examination 
by government types would solve 
the supposed riddle. -

• Mr. Goldberg said he was 
determined to “rebuild confidence 
in government. . . ( to.i reassess 
priorities J* He listed the first 
priorities in bis mind, as: "drugs, 
an epidemic; jobs, people are out 
of work; mass transportation, they 
can’t get to work; education, their 
children are neglected, it’s a mess; 
housing, housing starts have fallen, 
private and public, 70 percent dur- 
ing the last year; pollution, air and 
water... and above an, credibility 
of the public official." 

When a question was asked about 
Vietnam, both. Gov. Rockefeller 
and Mr. Goldberg raised their 
voices and began gesturing at each 
other as they argued about the 
governor’s support of President 
Johnson and Mr. Goldberg's serv- 
ice as UJ5. Ambassador to the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

“You were the spokesman for 
the Johnson administration," the 
governor said, “a world-wide 
spokesman when, this country es- 
calated its troop involvement in 
Vietnam from 59,000 to 534.000 and 
you explained to the world, step- 
by-step, why we were doing it and 
why it was justified." 

When Mr. Goldberg countered 
that he had been privately trying to 
persuade President Johnson to de- 
escalate the war. Gov. Rockefeller 
snapped; “Why didn’t you resign?" 

Mr. Goldberg, in turn, said; 
“Governor, during the same 
period, you openly supported those 
policies. That’s a matter of record. 

I was present at meetings when you 
did.” 


Illinois Police 
Fight Snipers 
For 3 Hours 

No Injuries Reported 
In Violence at Cairo 

CAIRO, HI.. Oct. 22 (AP).— Police 
and snipers entrenched near a 
public housing project traded gun- 
fire for three hours last night in 
this racially divided southern Illi- 
nois city, officers said. 

There were no reports of casu 
allies. 

The new outbreak of violence 
here followed a fire at a Veterans 
of Foreign Wars hall the previous 

night. 

Police -were temporarily pinned 
behind an armor barricade in their 
station, three blocks from the proj- 
ect. Then a small group of officers 
charged out of the station and 
took cover behind nearby buildings, 
blasting back at the . snipers with 
pistols, carbines a nd submachine 
guns. 

Gunfire was reported at several 
places in the city but the principal 
trouble was near the police station 
and the housing project. 

Sudden Cease-Fire 

The shooting stopped as abruptly 
as It started. Neither police nor 
newsmen at the scene could ex- 
plain the tacit cease-fire. 

James Flanary, a newsman for 
the Cairo Evening Citizen, said of 
the number of shots fired: "I think 
if you said it was in the hundreds 
you’d be conservative." 

However, it was not clear Im- 
mediately how many of these shots 
were fired by police and how many 
by the reported snipers. 

Police Sgt. Frank Cazmpp said 
that thousands of rounds had been 
fired “and I mean thousands.” 

Town Sealed Off 

"The shooting is all over town,’ 
Sgt. Canupp said by telephone. 
“Everywhere. This is one of the 
worst nights we’ve ever had.” 

The shooting erupted at dusk. 
Eight state troopers who had come 
in response to a plea by Mayor 
Pete Thomas for help in main- 
taining order sealed off the high- 
ways outside of town and rerouted 
traffic. 

Witnesses said that the heavily 
armed snipers appeared to be con- 
centrated in concrete ruins between 
the Pyramid Courts public housing 
project end the police station three 
blocks away. 


SL Louis Officer Shot 
ST. LOUIS. Oct. 22 CUPP.— 
A St. Louis police officer was shot 
last night near a hotel where an- 
other officer was held hostage for 
more than six hours. 

Authorities said that the police- 
man was hit as he attempted to 
drive away in a car carrying Sgt. 
Andrew Davis and a man and 
woman suspects in Sgt. Davis's 
detention. 

Sgt. Davis bad gone to the hotel 
to -arrest -the couple, an suspicion 
of narcotics and vice charges. 

The condition of the wounded 
policeman, who was not identified, 
is not known. 


JJ.S. Airline Captain Stakes His Job 
In Fight to Halt Dumping of Fuel 

MIAMI, Oct, 22 (UFI).— Airline Capt. William Lane Guthrie 

become so interested in the problem of air pollution that be 
staked his 537,000-a-year job with Eastern Air Lines on fighting it 
yesterday.

Capt. Terry Webb, council chairman, said that yesterday's deci- 
sion involved "the possible dismissal of three other senior pilots 
in Miami for doing the same thing.” 

Rather than take court action against his former employer. 
Capt. Guthrie wants the pilots' organization to urge every pilot 
in the nation to do as he did 

Best Interests 

“I would recommend that no airplane move until it's been 
drained, " Capt. Guthrie said in an interview. “This is in the best 
interest of the company, the best interest of the pilots and pas- 
sengers and the best interest of the nation."

Capote Jailed for Contempt 


SANTA ANA, Calif., Oct. 22 
(UFI>.— Author Truman Capote 
entered the county jail here last 
evening to serve a three-day 
sentence for failing to appear as 
a witness at a murder trial. 

Mr. Capote was found in con- 
tempt of court Monday by Superior 
Court Judge Byron K. McMillan. 
Two days of a five-day Jag 
sentence were suspended on the 
condition that the novelist pay a 
$500 fine. 

Mr. Capote had been subpoenaed 
to testify in the trial of Joseph 
Morse, in which Morse was 
convicted of killing a fellow in- 
mate on death row. where he was 
imprisoned for the murder of his 
mother and sister. The novelist, 
who has interviewed Morse on 


death row, told the judge that 
none of his associates notified him 
of the subpoena. 

“I had no objections to coining 
here to testify,” Mr. Capote said. 
“I had told them everything 1 
knew. I didn't realize it was so im- 
portant and I apologize.” But 
the judge said: "In my eyes that 
is plain old contempt of court." 

Orange County Jail authorities 
said Mr. Capote, who spent weeks 
on death row interviewing two 
convicted killers for his best seller 
“In Cold Blood,” would not be 
given work assignments while in 
jail. He will be permitted to read, 
watch teletision and talk to other 
prisoners, but will be kept in a 
separate cell and will wear his 
normal clothes.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23 <NYT).— 
Until recently, the world's food 
experts were wondering how to 
exorcise the specter of hunger and 
frustrate the predictions of Thomas 
M&lthos, who warned in 1798 that 
population was outrunning the food 
supply. 

Today, a good man; experts are 
concerned about the specter of feast 
rather than famine, and a single 
phrase — the green revolution— sig- 
nals the new attitude. 

In giving the 1970 Nobel Peace 
Prise to Dr. Norman E. Borlaug, 
one of the (green) revolutionary 
fathers, the Nobel Prize Committee 
has helped Insure that his crusade 
will win even more converts.

post-war development and applica- 
tion, largely In the developing 
countries, of new high yield cereals: 
wheat, rice, maize, and also sorg- 
hums, millets, potatoes and grain 
legumes. 

Results have been dramatic, 
transforming one nation after an- 
other from food Importer to ex- 
porter. In the process, many 
tenant-landlord relationships — and 
sften the entire urban-rural equi- 
librium — have been disturbed. 

Production Up 

To a great extent, as a result of 
the a pplication of the new plant 
varieties, India and Pakistan have 
boasted their wheat production 
50 percent. India expects to be 
self-sufficient in rice by 1972. Its 
total food output was 11 milli on 
tons larger In 1969-70 than the 
record 89 million tans of 2964-85.. 
Last year, Pakistan began export- 
ing rice. 

The Philippines, after 63 years 
of dependence on rice imports, 
have now achieved self-sufficiency. 
Ceylon increased rice production 
one- third, in two years. Indonesia 
now exports com to Japan. Afghan- 
istan's premier was so impressed 
by the mouth-watering results of 
the green revolution that he assess- 
ed the budget of each ministry 
to get money to launch a new 
wheat program. 

About 50 percent of tbe world’s 
workers are in agriculture, and — If 
the revolution can be broadened to 
cover the crops of other countries 

hundreds of millions could shift 

from the land to the city. Even be- 
fore that; vast resources expended 
in producing food could be shifted 
to other purposes. 

The roots of this revolution go 
back to the 1940s, when Hr. Bot- 
laug, of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, arrived in Mexico City. He 
and his associates began with 
three varieties of wheat: Japanese 
“Norm” dwarfs; Gaines, a Pacific 
Northwest wheat, which had 
produced enormous yields, and 
local Mexican wheat. 

Crossed Everything 

Dr. Barla ug lost his first crop 
to rust. But he had a few kernels 
of Norin dwarfs left In paper 
sacks, and these seeds took hold. 
“We crossed them on everything 
we had,” he recalled later. 
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Eventually, Dr. Borlaug also used 
breeding f r rrrn Minne- 

sota, North and South Dakota, 
Washington, Texas. Canada, North 
Africa, Kenya, Australia, Italy, 
Brazil, Argentina and Peru.. 

Put together, they contributed 
desirable color, rust resistance, 
good milling and baking prop- 
erties. higher protein, dwarfnete 
ito minimize top-heaviness), end 
high yield. 

"The plants of the wofrld have 
a lot of wonderful genes in thm 
if you can just find and combine 
them." said Dr. Borlaug. Om of 
the happy results of this blending 
has been a non-sensitivity to light, 
which allows the planting each 
year of as many a a three crops, an 
indifferent to the length of day. 

In 1983, Dr. Borlaug took his 
wheat to India. But before the new 
variety could be widely planted, 
India's monsoons caused extensive 
crop failure. The United States 
shipped almost one-fifth of its own 
wheat harvest to India. 

Miracle Wheal 

Today, that flow has stopped, 
and about 80 percent of the land 
in the Punjab grain basket is 
p lant e d with the “miracle" wheat. 
Local farmers now apply strict 
water control and me enormously 
Increased quantities of fertilizers, 
pesticides and Insecticides. Yields 
are estimated at two or three times 
the old level. 

What happened in wheat was 
repeated in rice, the traditional 
Asian crop. Thanks to the Inter- 
national Bice Research Institute, 
in the Philippines, scientists there 
produced IRr-a, a rice variety which 
grows much more abundantly and 
rapidly. 

Triple-cropping the rice has pro- 
duced as much as eight tons or 
grain per acre, instead of the 
customary two. One estimate of 
the added crop value since the 
introduction of IR-8: glA billion.

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The Mideast: Better Talk Than Fight 


Egypt's Intent to launch a full-scale Mid- 
east debate at the United Nations is a time- 
buying gesture that needs to be set against 
post-Nasser difficulties at home. With the 
power struggle in Cairo still unresolved — for 
further evidence, look at President Sadat's 
designation of a 70-year-old man-for-all- 
pollt leal -seasons. Mahmoud Fawzi. as pre- 
mier— Egypt is clearly unprepared to take 
such a decisive '.and divisive! step as re- 
turning to war. For exactly the same rea- 
son, Egypt is not ready to make peace. 
Moreover, the new leadership team must 
cope with the final Nasser legacy: By his 
deception in the standstill, Mr. Nasser 
assured Israel a degree of American political 
and military support it had been unable to 
arrange for itself. This was much on Mr. 
Sadat's mind in his interview with The 
New York Times: Hltualistlcaliy he insisted 
that Egypt would not dismantle any of its 
Canal Zone missiles and then demanded 
that Washington provide Israel with no arms 
beyond those promised by Lyndon Johnson. 

In any case, a device was required which 
would let the new team In Cairo demon- 
strate Us fervor without risking Its power. 
A UN debate filled that bill nicely. This 
is not exactly the kind of function for which 
the United Nations' more ardent celebrants 
customarily acclaim It, but it is a very real 
and useful function, all the same. 

The United States disapproves of another 
big Mideast debate: the last, in November, 
1967, produced the resolution that has under- 
lain all international settlement efforts 
since. Against the propaganda it expects 
from this round. Washington counterposes 
“quiet diplomacy." “Quiet diplomacy," how- 
ever. Is merely a tactic a country employs 
when, for Its own reasons, it does not ac- 
tively seek to draw public opinion to Its 
side. Mr. Nixon unveiled his recent Vietnam 
proposals on television precisely in order 
to bring International pressure to bear on 
the Vietnamese Communists. Egypt Is no 
less entitled to make what use it can of 
international opinion. 

In so doing, of course. Egypt may severely 


damage the United Nations. This would 
result from passage of a pro-Cairo resolution 
that reflected Arab-Soviet voting strength 
on the East River but ignored realities on 
the Nile and the Suez Canal. No partisan 
of peace can enjoy watching the United 
Nations mocked, again, in that way. Yet 
what other nation has been willing to for- 
swear a perceived national advantage for 
the sake of the United Nations' own institu- 
tional cause? In fact, Egypt may find a way 
to blur Its bluff to ram an irresponsible 
resolution through the General As s e m bly. 
The reason is that, as intelligent Egyptians 
know, such a move would probably serve 
Israel's interests better than Egypt's own. 
It. is Cairo, not Jerusalem, which depends on 
the United Nations lor Important political 
purposes. Jerusalem, which long ago wrote 
off the world body, depends on the United 
States. 

In any event, an irresponsible pro-Cairo 
resolution, and a frazzling United Nations 
debate, however undesirable in themselves, 
are much to be preferred over the resump- 
tion of shooting at the canal. The over- 
riding priority is that the cease-fire be 
extended past its scheduled expiration on 
Nov. 5— by agreement or parallel announce- 
ment if possible, without agreement or an- 
nouncement if necessary. Israel says It will 
hold the cease-fire until It is fired upon: 
no cause for concern there. But Egypt says 
it will extend the cease-fire for 90 days, and 
Just for 90 days, only if political talks under 
Ambassador Jarring get under way. Israel, 
of course, says it won't return to talks until 
Cairo and Moscow repair their cease-fire 
standstill violations— which Cairo and Mos- 
cow insist they will not do. There is an 
Impasse: perhaps the most likely way to 
break It Is by an Israeli judgment that its 
gains in American hardware and political 
backing have more than compensated for 
the Egyptian-Soviet cheating at Suez. But 
broken or not. an impasse with a cease-fire 
is a whole lot better than an impasse 
without one.

This is one of the rare deals 
on which a partnership should 
elect to play in a contract in 
which it is outnumbered in 
trumps. But with two 6-0 fits 
available the team must be care- 
ful to select hearts and not 
spades. The player with the 
strong hand. North in this case, 
must appreciate that his hand 
will be a useful dummy, where- 
as he is liable to find a useless 
dummy. inf-Wwg in entries, if 
he insists on becoming declarer. 

The one no-fcrmnp response 
to one spade was forcing In the 
partnership style, so South 
could count on an opportunity 
to bid hearts strongly in the 
later rounds of bidding. North 
was not happy about the pros- 
pects of playing in four hearts, 
but rightly .permitted South to 
have tile last word. 

South has several possible 
lines of play if West leads a 
diamond, as he would holding 
the cards shown in the diagram. 
He may be tempted to take the 
diamond ace and shed two dia- 
monds on the top spades. 

This is unlikely to produce 10 
tricks, however, and the best 
chance Is t*"finesse the diamond 
queen. When this works. South 
should plan to lead a club - 
toward the king in dummy at 
the right moment: West'S fail- 
ure to lead the unhid dub suit 
makes it highly likely that he 
has the ace. 

The first four tricks are 
therefore won by the diamond 
queen, tha spade ace (for: a 
diamond discard),, the diamond 
ace and a diamond ruff. The 
club play follows, which West 
must duck, and the king wins 
in dummy. The spade king, fol- 
lows, and another diamond is 
led. 


In this way South is able to 
make five of his trumps and 
five tricks In the side suits. It 
does not help Bast to ruff the 
third round of diamonds, lor 
South can o ve rr u ff and later 
ruff a spade with the heart 
deuce. 

It is clear that South, needs 
a degree of luck to make 10 
tricks.

By Len Brighton.- Harper & Rom. 424 pp. $7JS.

A lthough it is cast in the 
farm of a novel, “Bomber”

Murtaugh managed the Pirates

1958 and I960, He retired in '64 


because of ill health and scouted 
for the Bugs. 

After being given a clean bill 
of health by doctors. Murtaugh 
was named manager once again, 
by general manager Joe L. 
Brown, after Larry Shepard 
was fired at the end of the 
1969 season. 

Because of his health, there 
is doubt Murtaugh will be back 
next year. “I’ll meet with Joe 
Brown next month and we’ll 
decide then,” Murtaugh said 
yesterday.
